Dear Governor Osborn: 

The Arizona State Hospital Board submits herewith the An¬ 
nual Report covering the activities of the Hospital for the fiscal 
year ending June 30th, 1946. 

Inasmuch as the Hospital is at this time practically a new in¬ 
stitution physically and functionally, it might be well as a matter 
of record to enumerate what has been accomplished by the ex¬ 
penditure of approximately $2,000,000 during the past five years, 
of the taxpayers money. This amount of course includes the cost 
of operation, leaving the remainder for renewal, capital invest¬ 
ment, and many repairs. There has been no appropriation for 
new buildings for patients; to make space for patients an appro¬ 
priation of $35,000 was made for living quarters for five staff 
physicians, one of $15,000 for a laboratory and morgue, and one 
of $20,000 for an additional cafeteria to accommodate the older 
patients who are unable to walk to the larger cafeteria. 

All buildings have been repaired, including new plumbing, 
painting and electrical wiring. All roads have been paved; the 
kitchen is modernized, and a large cafeteria established. The 
farm, as you already know, has produced large quantities of the 
fundamentals for a suitable diet. The dairy produces an abund¬ 
ance of milk—about a quart per day per patient; hogs, turkeys, 
chickens produce the meat and eggs in part. The dehydration 
plant is a most useful addition to operations. All excess vegetables 
are dehydrated instead of being wasted. Canning also is an im¬ 
portant part of the preservation of foods. With all these essentials 
it can be anticipated that the Arizona State Hospital can now be¬ 
gin to take its place with other institutions of the country in the 
development of methods of treatment and cure, research and bet¬ 
ter care for our insane, especially from a purely medical view¬ 
point. 

Furthermore, the enlargement of the institution is so neces¬ 
sary that it deserves special attention. The Hospital was built to 
accommodate 920 patients and there are, at this time, 1,250. For a 
number of years our net annual gain in population was 60 people. 
This past year it is actually 86, which is almost 45% increase over 
other years for the postwar year. This increase will likely be 
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maintained at this rate. Therefore, it is apparent that in three 
years the population will increase by 258 persons. 

Several buildings should be provided just to care for the al¬ 
ready 350 surplus, and second to provide for at least 600 new 
patients. This extra space is most essential for the proper segrega¬ 
tion and treatment of different types of mental disease. Lack of 
space for proper segregation has resulted in just and proper 
criticism of the Hospital. There is now in preparation, plans for 
which additional buildings by the Federal Government, which 
will be submitted to the 18th legislature next January. The need 
is most urgent. 

The Board is ever grateful for your interest and the un¬ 
qualified support that you have given us; we do hope to merit 
such consideration from you in the future. 

Finally, we all feel that you are to be congratulated, without 
reservation, in having made possible the present status of the 
Hospital, and that the promises you made to the electorate in 1940 
for a constructive program for the institution have been fully and 
successfully consummated.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 

TO 

MEMBERS OF THE ARIZONA 
STATE HOSPITAL BOARD 
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July 15, 1946 

Jeremiah Metzger, M.D., Chairman 
Members of the Arizona State Hospital Board: 

I present to you the Annual Report of the Arizona State 
Hospital for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1946. It has been a 
year of achievement and many improvements. I wish to express 
my appreciation to the members of the Board for their helpful 
advice and cooperation. To the hospital staff and personnel, the 
Business Manager, the heads of departments, individual employees 
and working patients who have all contributed to the efficient 
functioning of this institution I am profoundly grateful. 

The total number of admissions for the year was 676. The 
loss of institutional population was 593. This figure includes 
deaths, discharges, transfers, released on parole, released on 
visits and escapes. The number of elderly patients received con¬ 
tinued to increase. 

There has been a slow but definite change in the attitude of 
the public towards state hospitals. Most people have begun to 
realize that a mental institution is particularly organized and 
staffed for the mentally ill who now may hope, through modern 
care and treatment, to be restored to their homes and communities 
in the briefest period of time. 

CLINICAL WORK 

Shock therapy is the most significant advancement in the 
last decade in the treatment of mental disease. During the past 
year this therapy service has been carried on with success by Dr. 
Rhoda U. Musgrave. Fever therapy for both systemic and certain 
organic disorders has continued with gratifying results. Through 
Dr. Metzger’s foresight we were able to buy a used fever therapy 
cabinet for $75.00. Now we have two machines in operation under 
the supervision of one nurse. This form of treatment combined 
with penicillin is the newest and safest therapy for paresis. Several 
persons suffering from syphilis of the central nervous system, not 
psychotic, were admitted voluntarily for this special treatment. 
Either their family physician or an interested welfare agency 
made this recommendation because facilities in home localities 
were lacking. Admission was justifiable on the ground that this 
treatment would prevent their subsequent commitment. (Due to 
limitations in nursing personnel restoration of Insulin Shock 
Therapy and Malaria Therapy has not been possible). 

Hydrotherapy has been augmented by the addition of six new 
sedative tubs bringing the total number to eight. This continuous 
bath therapy, combined with wet sheet pack therapy, administer¬ 
ed by three capable hydrotherapists has reduced mechanical 



restraints and seclusions to a minimum. Needle spray baths. water 
hose massage, diathermy, heat lamp treatments and manual mas 
sages are given in this well equipped department. 

STAFF MEETINGS 

Daily staff meetings are held each morning and are attended 
by the doctors and representatives of the nursing, social s 
and occupational therapy departments. New patientsare pres,ent- 
ed for diagnoses and recommendations for further treatme > 
proved and recovered cases are interviewed and decisions made 
on the advisability of a trial visit. j, 

GENERAL HEALTH 

The general health of the patients has been good with the 
exception of an outbreak of diptheria which occurred m March. 
Fortunately it was non-virulent and although many carriers were 
found and isolated, there were only 29 active cases. 

The United States Public Health Service X-rayed the chests 
of all patients for pulmonary tuberculosis and their findings o 
6 1 % was below the average* of mental hospitals in the United 
States Male and female natients now are isolated, separately. In 
fhfs connection I wish tosay that wards A and B would make a 
suitable building for this purpose. 

The Dental Department is well equipped for a resident d( ^ist. 

I hope it will be possible to obtain one soon. A dentist from ph ° " 
nix Serves the hospital one day each week and answexs a y 

emergencies. 

The Pharmaceutical Division is in charge of a registered 
uharmacist who carried on efficiently despite the difficulty n 
obtaining many necessary items. The prudent purchasing of sup¬ 
plies has^resulted in a high saving of cost to the hospital. 

The pathological laboratory functioned capably under a 
trained laboratory technician whose assistant served in the 
capacity of X-ray technician. 

The Chiropody Department has seen a decrease m the amount 
of fungus infection from 95% of several years ago to less than 5% 
?his vtar Other types of foot conditions have decreased pro¬ 
portionately. The department has examined and treated approxi¬ 
mately 1,125 patients this year. 

OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY DIVISION 

We endeavor to provide the patients with the therapeutic 

values of supervised occupations. The women engage i m fancy 

needlework P rug-making and plain sewing. Other activities in- 
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elude working in the laundry, housekeeping, especially cleaning, 
bedmaking and helping the attendants. Off the wards the men 
assist at the farm, garden, dairy, with painting, on the trucks, in 
the laundry, kitchen and cafeteria. Our newly renovated oc¬ 
cupational therapy building which will house all shops, beauty 
parlor and library will be in operation as soon as the patients re¬ 
siding there can be returned to their restored wards. 

The recreational branch of this division has been very active 
during the past year. The recreation hall, beautifully redecorated, 
is a very popular place. Roller-skating, dancing and movies are 
held here weekly. In addition, entertainments were given at 
Christmas, Thanksgiving, Halloween, Washington’s Birthday, etc.. 
On other occasions groups from outside provided fine entertain¬ 
ment. Religious services are observed here on Sunday afternoons. 

The outdoor activities were mainly baseball and croquet. The 
baseball games are well attended by patients and employees. The 
Fourth of July party held on the lawn was very successful. There 
were the usual games followed by a picnic supper. 

The patients library is adequately furnished with books and 
magazines. Our deep appreciation to the Gray Ladies who aided 
the personnel of this department each week. 

The Sun Valley News is a lively little paper published by the 
Occupational Therapy department whose timely and interesting 
stories are contributed by the patients and employees. 

SOCIAL SERVICE DEPARTMENT 

The Social Service Department had an active year. The staff 
performs very necessary duties. These represent histories on all 
new patients, pre-parole investigations, placing patients in homes 
or communities, completing arrangements for their release, mak¬ 
ing traveling arrangements and many other miscellaneous tasks. 
The staff enjoys cordial relationship with the various social 
agencies throughout the state. 

A deportation officer was appointed to return non-resident 
patients to their rightful states. This procedure is very satis¬ 
factory. One hundred and thirty-five were deported during the 
year; eighty-eight at state expense, twenty-eight at relatives ex¬ 
pense and nineteen veterans transferred to Sawtelle, California 

at government expense.

\ NURSING SERVICE 

The nursing service consists of a Chief Nurse, three Super¬ 
visors, one bn duty for each shift, one surgical and general duty 
nurse and a fever therapy nurse. This service contributes a ,most 
important part in a mental hospital and through the past [diffi¬ 
cult year maintained high professional standards. 
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EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 

Psychiatric clinics were conducted for students of abnormal 
psychology. Classes from the University of Arizona, the State 
Colleges at Flagstaff and Tempe, and student nurses from the 
Good Samaritan Hospital, Phoenix and St. Mary’s Hospital, Tuc¬ 
son received instruction followed by a tour of inspection of the 
institution. A large delegation from the Phoenix Ministerial As¬ 
sociation visited the hospital. Our aim in talking with groups 
in the hospital or in the community has been to help them become 
familiar with the means by which they can contribute toward the 
prevention of some of these social problems. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I recommend the establishment of a Mental Hygiene Clinic 
as an adjunct service to the hospital. This bureau should be com¬ 
posed of a psychiatrist, a psychologist, and a psychiatric social 
worker. Provided with an automobile it would be of great assist¬ 
ance in supplying mental examinations at the Prison, Courts, 
schools, welfare agencies and helping veterans discharged from 
the service try to make an adjustment in the community. 

The most pressing need of the hospital is new buildings, 
especially to house the senile patients and for admissions and con¬ 
tinued treatment. A distinct, desirable addition would be an af¬ 
filiate nurses home. 

I wish to take this opportunity of thanking all individuals 
and organizations who have made donations to the hospital in the 
past year.

There have been many improvements made at the Arizona 
State Hospital during the past fiscal year 1945-46, and in submit¬ 
ting my report to you for the year, I wish to mention some of the 
most important improvements and the methods used in operating 
the business affairs of the Hospital. 

The appropriation was sufficient with the exception of 
salaries. We carried forward to next year $22,089.30 for the con¬ 
struction of houses for Doctors and $32,284.49 Capital Outlay. This 
money will be spent during the next year as it was impossible 
for us to complete these projects due to the scarcity of building 
materials. We also carried forward to next year $9,111.70 special 
operation money collected from patients for their care and $13,- 
983.98 endowment earnings collected from rentals on State land. 
We reverted to the general fund salaries and wages appropriation 
amounting to $2,773.48, $359.00 discharge money, $36.94 current 
expenditures, $926.05 subscription and dues, and $172.12 travel. 
Had we been able to secure the services of doctors and registered 
nurses that we needed, we would not have reverted any of the 
personal service fund. According to law when we discharge a 
patient who is indigent we are to give him $5.00, suitable clothing 
and transportation hoine. The Legislature appropriated $500.00 
for dicharge money and due to the fact that we had very few 
patients who were indigent and had no relatives, it was unneces¬ 
sary for us to spend more than $140.87. Due to discounts and 
items that were not delivered on time, we reverted $36.84 for 
operation fund which was unavoidable. 

It was impossible for us to secure subscriptions to magazines 
due to the fact that a number of publishers would not accept new 
subscriptions because of the paper shortage caused' by the war. 

The Board authorized me to hire an assistant who in addition 
to his other duties, I put him in charge of collections from patients 
for their maintenance. Our collections for the year amounted to 
$48,342.15, an increase of $12,104.15. 
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The meat was figured by the carcass and the milk was served 
either in the form of cottage cheese, ice cream, cooking, or as a 
beverage. 

We have continued purchasing our medicines and hospital 
supplies from wholesalers and directly from the factories and 
everything is accepted by the council of Pharmacy and Chemistry 
of the American Medical Association; however, our report shows 
that last year we spent $6,403.34 for these items and this year we 
spent $11,454.12. The reason for this increase is our increase of 
$3,800.00 inventory and the epidemic of diptheria which was esti¬ 
mated to have cost approximately a $1,000.00. We also purchased 
a large amount of penicillin and collected from patients $1,022.00 
for special penicillin treatments. This money was deposited with 
the State Treasurer and credited to our special operating account. 

We have continued our repairing and renovating program 
and every building has been painted inside and out. A great 
amount of plumbing and general repair work has been done on all 
the buildings. 

About 90% of our tunnels housing our water and steam pipes 
have been put in first class condition which four years ago were 
in terrible condition as the pictures in this report will show. Ward 
“A” has been renovated and put in first class condition and is 
almost ready for occupancy. The Auditorium which was just a 
shed has been put in first class condition too, and we have also 
paved the roads. We installed a booster pump on our main water 
line which maintains our pressure providing there is water in the 
city line. Had we not done this the pressure would not have been 
sufficient to force water to the 2nd floor of our wards and we 
would have no fire prevention other than chemicals. This water 
pressure with the additional fire hose, lines, and gas masks and 
the repairing of the fire plugs has improved our fire protection. 
We had three small fires which caused little damage and which 
were readily extinguished with our own equipment, however, the 
city fire department responded on two of the occasions and were 
ready to give us assistance if needed. 

Our gas increased from $8,432.34 to $8,888.21. Had we not had 
the majority of our hot water and steam pipes insulated it would 
have been a great deal more as we operated our boilers 24 hours a 
day during the winter months. Previous to this year there was no 
heat on the wards after 8:30 or 9:00 in the evening until 6:00 in the 
morning. 

Last year our lights and power bill amounted to $6,568.31, this 
year $5,946.03 a decrease of $622.34. 

Our domestic water and sewage disposal increased from $11,- 
159.42 to $12,507.38 which is an increase of $1,347.96. This increase 
is probably due to the fact that last year we had only 2 continuous 
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flowing hydrotherapy bath tubs. The greater part of this year 
we have had 8 tubs and they use a great amount of water. We 
also had additional coolers that required water. 

I have thoroughly enjoyed my work during the past year and 
hope that you will give me the privilege to continue to serve in 
this capacity.

Our fruit trees received the same care as the year before and 
I know of no reason for this decrease other than quite often trees 
that bear heavy one year will bear less the next year. 

The decrease in our vegetable production was due to the fact 
that certain crops did not produce as well because we are double 
cropping our land too much and to over-come this we must use 
more commercial fertilizer and must purchase 200 acres of land. 

The decrease in pork was because we had 182 pigs not butcher¬ 
ing age that were carried over to the next year. Our loss of live¬ 
stock during the year was 8 cows and 13 calves, an increase ot.4 
cows and a decrease of 7 calves. The increase in loss of cows was 

due to bloat. - „ 

Our field crops such as corn, maze, barley, oats and aitaita 

were as good if not better than last year. 

Our canning and dehydrating reports both show increases over 
last year and if we had additional land we could raise more vege¬ 
tables and process more for the off-seasons.
